Assoon
as this was effected, and the force got in
their neighborhood, lo! they give up.
_and are taken into camp, fed well, and
heuled off to Arkansas, laughing in their
sleevcs, all the time, at the success of
their trick. This is but the realization of
what we at the siart predicted; it turns out

true to the letter.

The army will be disbanded and paid
off ot this place, as soon as the rolis can
be made out. (at least «ll that can be
spared.) They will return to their homes,
with the praise of their commanders, and
the thanks and well wishes of our whole
community. With promptaess and ala-
erity, the volunteers came to the rescue—
we say let a similar promptness and des-

tch be used in dismissing them to their

omes, their wives, and their littles oncs.
